Among  the  bad  tendencies  of  the  new 
political  regime  under  which  we  are  now 
existing,  is  that  of  ofticial  interference  in 
private  affairs.  It  is  an  interference  so 
minute  in  some  cases  as  to  be  a  source  of 
constant  exasperation  and  complaint,  and 
a  temptation  to  open  resistance.  It  is  the 
popular  belief  that  official  oppression  and 
imposition  are  products  of  the  more  des- 
potic forms  of  government,  but  tlie  history 
of  South  and  Central  America  proves  that 
this  is  untrue.  Nothing  more  despotic 
has  ever  been  known  than  the  republican 
governments  of  these  Latin-American 
countries,  nor  less  of  real  liberty  and  inde 
pendence.  In  Argentina  the  average 
citizen  enjoys  less  liberty  and  fewer  privi 
leges  than  the  so-called  down-trodden 
subject  of  European  monarchy.  And  every 
year  the  burdens  ofofticialism  are  increased, 
and  the  chains  of  irresponsible  authority 
are  drawn  about  him  more  closely.  Here 
in  Brazil,  unhappily,  the  tendencies  are  all 
in  the  same  direction.  We  do  not  speak 
of  the  outrages  committed  during  the 
Feixoto  dictatorship,  for  that  was  an  ex- 
ceptional period,  but  of  the  common, 
every-day  occurrences  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  such  as  interferences  in  elections, 
assaults  on  men  known  to  be  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  government,  the  arbitrary 
seizure  of  property  for  private  as  well  as 
for  public  purposes,  the  imposition  of  bur- 
densome and  illegal  taxes,  the  immunities 
enjoyed  by  ofiAcials  in  violating  the  law  and 
trespassing  upon  the  rights  of  others,  the 
irresponsible  use  oi  public  revenues,  even 
for  private  advantage,  and  the  aggressive 
interference  of  municipal  officials  in  the 
private  atfairs  of  citizens.  This  last-named 
tendency  is  fast  becoming  an  intolerable 
abuse.  Among  the  many  instances  of 
this,  which  are  covered  by  specific  ordi- 
nances, we  need  go  no  further  than  the 
regulations  referring  to  the  construction  and 
repair  of  buildings.  Instead  of  adopting 
a  general  law  providing  for  street  align- 
ments and  secure  construction,  the  authori- 
ties consider  it  necessary  to  enter  into  a 
minute  examination  of  the  plans,  and  to 
order  any  alterations  they  may  think  best. 
The  proprietor  is  no  longer  master  of  his 
own  property  and  plans,  for  he  must  build  to 
please  the  authorities,  or  not  build  at  all. 
If  he  is  in  a  hurry,  then  his  position  is 
simply  unbearable,  for  the  municipal  en- 
gineer will  take  months  to  examine  a  plan 
which  ought  to  h^ve  been  passed  in  an 
hour.  And  it  is  just  the  same  with  repairs 
— fees,  changes,  delays,  and  unbearable 
interference.  There  is  simply  no  limit  to 
their  meddling.  We  have  now  reached 
that  point  where  a  householder  in  this  city 
can  not  paint,  plaster,  paper,  or  whitewash 
his  house,  either  inside  or  out,  without  a 
municipal  license.  He  can  not  repair  the 
floor,  or  wall,  or  ceiling,  or  roof,  without 
having  a  fiscal  at  his  heels,  and  if  he  would 
cut  through  a  wall,  even  though  it  be 
a  partition  in  his  own  house,  he  must  go 


on  his  knees  before  our  municipal  autocrats 
and  humbly  beg  their  a  license.  Though 
his  building  be  his  own  property,  he  can 
not  do  with  it  what  he  wishes  without  first 
securing  municipal  permission.  Should 
his  roof  fall  in  on  him,  he  can  not  even 
repair  it  without  first  spending  a  week  or 
two  in  soliciting  permission.  Though  he 
may  build  and  pay  taxes  on  the  building, 
its  control  is  practically  in  other  hands. 
It  is  idle,  perhaps,  to  say  that  all  this  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  con- 
stitution, for  no  one  cares  whether  the 
fundamental  law  of  land  is  obscived  or 
not.  Our  municipal  council  simply  decrees 
what  it  pleases,  and  as  no  recourse  is  pro- 
vided for  us,  we  must  perforce  submit, 
But  the  abuse  will  not  stop  where  it  is ;  it 
will  go  on  augmenting  its  mischievous 
power  until  the  exasperated  people  will 
bear  it  no  longer,  and  then  we  shall  have 
another  addition  to  the  already  long  record 
of  South  American  revolutions.  If  Brazil 
wishes  to  avoid  the  experiences  which  have 
brought  so  much  discredit  upon  South 
American  republics,  something  must  be 
done  to  check  the  aggressions  and  inter- 
ferences of  officialism.  And  it  must  be 
done  promptly  and  efiectually.  Not  only 
must  these  obnoxious  taxes  and  supervisory 
ordinances  be  iorbidden,  but  the  people 
must  be  provided  with  competent  judicial 
recourses  to  which  they  can  appeal  when- 
ever they  consider  themselves  prejudiced. 


If  the  report  is  true  concerning  the  dip 
lomatic  indiscretions  of  Minister  Salvador 
de  Mendonga,  the  Brazilian  government 
should  lose  no  time  in  placing  him  in  a 
position  where  his  loquacity  can  not  en- 
danger the  good  relations  between  this  and 
another  country.  It  is  possible,  of  course, 
that  the  reported  interview  never  took  place, 
and  it  is  probable  that  his  statements  have 
been  exaggerated,  even  if  it  did  take  place. 
But,  in  view  of  the  delicate  nature  of  the 
relations  between  Brazil  and  Uruguay,  he 
should  have  said  absolutely  nothing,  At 
Washington  he  could  not  know  the  real 
situation  on  the  Rio  Grande  frontier,  nor 
could  he  know  just  what  the  relations 
between  the  two  countries  are  at  any  given 
moment.  An  injudicious  comment  might 
either  estrange  the  two  countries,  or  might 
defeat  important  diplomatic  negotiations 
for  a  better  understanding  between  them. 
Whatever  the  Uruguayan  people  them, 
selves  may  think  or  desire,  it  appears  cer- 
tain that  their  government  has  tiied  to 
maintain  neulrahty,  and  has  even  gone 
out  of  its  way  to  assist  the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment in  suppressing  the  revolution  in 
Rio  Grande.  But  if  the  Monteiros,  Ab- 
botts and  Mendonfas  are  permitted  to 
abuse  their  official  positions  by  making 
serious  charges  against  Uruguay  and  by  ad- 
vocating a  declaration  of  war  against  that 
country,  this  friendly  support  will  certainly 
be  forfeited.  Uruguay  is  not  bound  to 
maintain  an  army  on  the  Rio  Grande 
frontier  for  a  term  of  years,  nor  to  assume 
any  burden  in  the  settlement  of  a  neigh- 
bor's affairs.  Nor  is  that  country  obliged 
to  make  Montevideo  an  arsenal  of  war, 
and  permit  the  railways  of  that  country  to 
transport  Brazilian  war  material.  To  a 
great  extent,  Montevideo  has  been  a  base 
of  supplies  for  the  Brazilian  forces  in  Rio 
Grande,  and  if  this  favor  is  withdrawn  it 
will  be  due  to  these  amateur  diplomats, 
who  have  not  yet  learned  how  to  control 
their  tongues  and  pens.  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  Uruguay  occupies  a  most 
difficult  position,  and  that  the  continuation 
of  this  civil  war  in  Rio  Grande  involves  a 
considerable  increase  of  expenditure  to 
that  country  if  strict  neutrality  is  to  be 
maintained.  And  it  may  be  considered  a 
disputed  question  whether  the  failure  of 
one  country  to  maintain  order  within  its 
own  boundaries  for  a  term  of  years,  docs 
not  give  her  neighbors  a  right  to  protest 
against  a  situation  which  imposes  upon 
them  tlie  expense  and  risk  of  extraordinary 
precautions  in  the  enforcement  of  neu- 
trality. 


THE  PORTUGUESE  MI.VISTER.

Three  ferry-boats  and  a 
large  number  of  tow-boats,  latinclies  ami  smaller 
crnfi  went  to  meet  liimi  Me  laiicletl  at  the  navy 
yard  where  lliere  liad  assembled  to  welcome  him  a 
dense  mass  of  people  so  compact  tliat  it  was  witli 
extreme  difliculty  that  he  succeeded  in  re.-ict)ing  his 
carriage.

Ru.i 
do  Ouvidor  and  Rub  Gon^ilves  Dha,  (loppina  on 
llie  lam  of  tlicse  slreetii  at  tlie  ofTice  of  |iie  Jo>-ml 
do  Brazil,  where  tlie  liitle  dnuijhtcr  of  Dr.  Fcr* 
nando  Mende«,  editor  of  ihnt  paper,  presenled 
Iimi  a  beautiful  b'liiquft.  Afiev  a  slioit  dday  lie 
awnm  set  out  for  tlie  ILilel  MetropoJe,  which  lie 
tpached  at  10:05,  having  receive.l  011  the  way 
many  .lenionslraiiDns  of  esteem,

Inni  lo  lirnxil  and  some  of  ihe  papers  pnldished 
his  poitrait,  Yesterday  they  all  ^ave  a  detailed 
accnnni  of  llie  demnnstraiions,  in  whicli,  ii  is  esti- 
innteii  hy  oiieollliem,  over  30,003  peisiins  look 
part. 

The  Giwf.r  ,f.i  T,ude  very  jnsdy  remarks  that 
these  (Icmiinstiations  in  honor  ol  Councillor 
Tliomai  Kilieirii  were  scarcely  needed  lo  empha- 
size the  well-known  fad  that  friendly  relations 
lieiween  Ihazil  and  I'ottugal,  tliongli  officially 
snspencled  liy  tlie  gnvemineut  ot  Marshal  Flonano 
Peixotii,  have  never  ceased  lo  exist  between  the 
two  peoples. 

NIVEK  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—The  Arcenline  province  of  Santa  FiJ  not  only 
does  not  pay  its  hondliolders  but  it  also  declines  to 
pny  the  fees  of  the  lawyer  who  has  dcfentled  it  in 
pU  its  lawsuits  durini!  llie  past  ten  years,  who  has 
now  brought  an  action  to  lecover  $75,000  (or  ser- 
vices  rendered. 

—It  is  estimated  that,  in  llie  faclotie,-:  of  ihe 
Ai gen 'ne  provinces  of  Salta  and  fujuy,  the  total 
pru.Uicl'on  of  sni;ar  this  year  will  icach  7CD,ooo 
niinlms.  The  plan! all- ms  nie  rapidly  increasinfj in 
biilh  pKi\iiices  and  three  factories  have  receiilly 
been  fitted  with  the  most  perfected  macliinery, 

—The  A'fV'iiV  of  Buenos  Aires  calls  nllenlinn  to 
Ihe  Inci  lliat  no  fewer  than  seven  Argentine  military 
cinumissions,  comprising  t;?  members,  are  novv  in 
Europe,  or  en  route.  Many  o(  these  are  designed, 
of  course,  lo  give  employment  to  ctrtain  inlbiential 
personages,  and  the  whole  of  them  are  RU|)erlhious 
and  unnecessary.  OITicialism  and  militarism  aio 
proung  no  light  biirden^i  lor  Argentina. 

—In  March  there  were  2,262  binhs  (31S  ille- 
gitimate), 434  marriages  and  1,204  ''eailis,  ol 
which  246  weie  from  iiifi-clions  diseases  (cholera 
51,  iliplnlieria  20,  typhoid  2S,  smallpox  21,  scarlet 
fever  33,  etc.),  in  llic  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  There 
were  3,673  immigrant  anivals,  and  3,355  depar- 
tures lor  loreign  destinations  during  tUe  month. 
The  populaliun  ol  the  city  was  eslimaled  at 
607,400. 

—Quarantine  on  arrivals  from  Argentina  has 
been  raised  tii  Montevideo  provided  passengers 
are  previously  disinfecled  in  Flores  island  lazaretto. 
We  undersland  thai  llie  disinfection  is  not  giatis 
and  that  the  famous  lazaretto  draws  an  indirect 
hatkshcesh  from  every  passenger.  Why  not  put  a 
tpx  at  once  upon  all  passengers  landing  in  Monte- 
video in  favor  of  llie  interested  Bordas  of  the  lazar- 
etto? Ii  would  be  better  for  oM  sides,  — T/w/w, 
Buenos  Aires,  April  27, 

—A  syndicate  of  capitalists  has  purchased  all 
the  coming  season's  sugar  crop  in  the  province  of 
Tucumnn  at  the  rate  of  $4  the  arroba.  A  third 
part  of  the  profits  wil]  be  given  to  the  growers  wlio 
enter  into  Ihe  agreement.  Another  syndicate  will 
sliortI]j  he  formed  to  purchase  all  ihe  alcohol  pro- 
daced  in  the  province  at  the  rale  of  20  cents  per 
litre.  This  is  likely  to  mean  high  sugar  and 
alcohol,  as  the  syndicates  will  become  regular 
"  rings."— A'm«c,  Bnenos  Aires. 

— Mr.  Edward  Casey  has  succeeded  in  establish- 
ing  a  syndicate  in  London  to  undertake  the  export 
of  live  callle  from  here  to  England  and  he  has 
been  appointed  insoeclor-genera!  on  Ihis  side.  Mr. 
Brett  has  closed  a  large  contract  to  deliver  cattle 
fr«m  Argentina,  giving  700  lb.  carcases  at  Liverpool 
and  Deptford  for  ^\z  per  head.  The  American 
beast  of  that  class  and  weight  costs  ^18,  or  fifty 
per  cent,  more  than  ihe  River  Plate  ox  guaranleed 
lo  give  as  good  beef,  A  good  trade  in  live-stock 
is  therefore  likely  to  spring  up  between  this 
country  and  England.  — 7(//;cj,  Buenos  Aires. 

—Lieut.  Antonio  Ballesleros  has  brought  down 
from  Formosa  34  recruits  for  ihe  navy,  all  of  lliem 
volunteers.  Tlie  method  of  oblaining  a  volunteer 
for  the  navy  is  exlremely  simple,  iX  least  according 
to  the  testimony  of  an  eye-witness  who  saw  the 
feat  performed.  As  war-vessels  when  in  dock 
always  attract  .1  certain  number  of  loafers  along- 
ide,  the  likely  ones  are  picked  out  and  are 
rdered  on  board,  with  a  little  quiet  persuasion, 
and  once  there  it  is  all  up  with  them,  ihey  sign 
arlicles,  and  some  glorious  volunteers  are  thus 
secured.  The  process  has  a  good  deal  to  recom- 
mend it  from  the  officers'  point  of  view,  and  ihe 
volunteer's  is  not  taken  inlo  account.— 7V/rt«, 
Buenos  Aires. 

—We  are  again  threatened  with  a  revolution  in 
the  province  of  Santa  Fe,  before  many  months 
have  p.issed,  as  the  united  opposition  parlies  arc 
determined  to  take  advanlage  of  the  removal  of 
the  troops  to  oust  Governor  Leiva  and  his  official 
supporters  from  office.  It  is  considered  an  open 
secret  that  Ihe  national  government  would  not 
view  with  disfavor  any  popular  movement  in  this 
misgoverned  province,  which  would  have  the  effect 
of  terminating  ihe  existing  slate  of  misgovernment 
and  the  downfall  of  the  miserable  parly  respon^ilile 
for  it.  The  recent  reconciliation  of  the  Leivisias 
with  the  Galvistaa  will  certainly  give  an  impelus 
lo  the  revolulionary  movement,  as  the  object  of 
the  new  coalaii'in  is  to  isolate  llie  Roquista  influ- 
ence in  llie  province.  The  latter  is  not  likely  to 
succumb  to  Ihe  will  of  Galvez  without  a  struggle, 
consequently  w^;  may  shortly  hear  of  the  with- 
drawal of  ihe  governmenl  troops  from  the  province, 
at  the  instigation  of  General  Roca,  which  will  be 
Ihe  signal  for  Ihe  revolt  to  take  %\\^^t.—Argenl'.He 
Budget,  Rosarto.

To  begin  with,  it 
is  inlended  to  issue  a  round  couple  of  millions, 
reserving  fir  future  consideration  the  issues  of  the 
requisile  amounis  to  bring  about  Ihe  desired  pro- 
gressive  cri^^is.  French  colonists  have  already 
abandoned  the  republic  and  the  Italians  are  follow- 
ing suit,  for  Uic  simple  reason  thai  ihe  depreciation 
of  the  paper  money  makes    progress  impossible. 

riie  government,  however,  cannol  undetstind  why 
foreign  colonists  refuse  to  vegetate  in  Paraguay 
ami  measures  arc  about  to  be  taken  lo  curtail  the 
nl'iise  of  forcij^n  colonists  emigraling,  — /"m^j, 
Bnenos  Aires. 

—According  to  semi-official  statements,  which 
are  reputed  in  be  under-esiimaled,  no  leas  Ihan 
530,225  national  guards  have  replied  10  Die  call  of 
enlistment.  It  is  fuilberinore  under-estimated 
that  linlf  ihc  numbers  have  not  put  in  an 
appearance ;  therefore,  it  can  be  safely  under- 
estimated that  no  less  than  one  million  patriots 
will  ru=;h  to  arms  in  case  nl  an  international  con- 
llict.  For  a  republic  of  five  million  inhabitants, 
where  cbiliben  swarm,  women  ahound,  old  people 
are  fairly  repiosenled,  and  foreigners  are  as  thick 
as  bees,  the  result  is  phenomenally  surprising,  and 
we  ate  greatly  exercised  with  regard  to  the  supply 
of  boots  and  shoes  to  Ibat  army,  in  case  of  a  w.ir, 
Argeniiiia  rises  from  one  bound  to  the  front  rank 
of  mililary  powers  of  the  world  !  —  7V;wj,  Buenos 
Aires,  May  4. 

— The  Montevideo  police  authorilies  have  sur- 
prised and  capliired  a  gang  of  forgeis  and  coualer- 
feilers  of  money  and  noles  of  various  countries, 
who  have  been  pursuing  ihdr  nefarious  trade  fin- 
sometime  pas',  Among  Ihe  slock  ready  to  plant 
on  the  public  were  noles  of  large  denominalioiis  in 
Brazilian  paper,  Spanish,  Argentine,  and  coins  of 
Uruguay  as  well  as  those  of  the  counlries  men- 
tioned,  but  of  small  denominations.  Letters  liave 
been  discovered  on  the  premises  and  on  llie  person 
of  the  forgers  implicating  a  firna  of  hijih  standing 
on  this  siiie  of  lhe.river,  as  well  as  n  man  named 
Juan  Vincent,  living  at  Defensa  369.  The  Monte- 
video police  have  had  their  eye  on  these  men  for 
some  time,  but  as  they  only  made  flying  visits  to 
Ihc  ilifTerent  countries  it  was  difficult  to  lay  hands 
on  them,  hut  Ihis  has  at  last  been  done  to  the 
credit  of  the  detective  force  of  Uruguay.— 7i;;w, 
Buenos  Aires,  May  10. 

—The  statistias  regarding  ibe  outbreak  of  cholera 
in  the  north  o(  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  have 
now  been  published.  San  NicolAs  and  Peigamino 
were  Ihe  two  points  in  which  the  disease  showed 
most  aclivily,  although  in  neither  was  the  epidemic 
so  severe  as  in  llie  province  of  Santa  Fc.  Alio- 
gelber  there  were  722  cases,  432  men  and  290 
women.  01  these  j6i  men  and  117  women  re- 
covered, the  deaths  being  thus  271  and  173  respec 
lively,  which  does  not  confirm  the  impression  that 
the  disease  was  much  more  (alal  in  the  case  o( 
men  than  of  women.  Of  those  attacked  62  per 
cent.  Ii.ive  died,  which  shows  the  attack  to  have 
been  one  of  considerable  malignity.  The  entire 
province  is  now  free  from  cholera:  indeed,  it  may 
be  said  that  it  has  quitied  the  whole  republic,  witll 
Ihe  solitary  exception  of  Concordia,  where  it  lingers 
with  extraordinary  persistence,  several  cases  having 
been  reported  during  tlie  present  WQek.— Review, 
Buenos  Aires,  May  4. 

—In  discussing  an  official  .statement  that  the 
Santa  F^  colonies  are  "  peaceful  and  cnniented," 
the /i'^i'jVw.  of  Buenos  Aires,  says;— "I(  the  col- 
onists  are  thus  peaceful  and  contented,  the  only 
thing  we  can  say  is  tliat  ihey  are  content  with 
small  mercies.  For  even  supposing  the  accounts 
ofouir.ages  tobemere  idle  tales,  the  increase  of 
taxation  is  surely  somewhat  of  a  grievance.  The 
lax  on  cereals  is  a  direct  discouragement  to  the 
principal  industry  of  the  country,  audits  conslilu- 
tiimal  nature  has  been  impugned,  although  on 
appeal  this  plea  was  rejected.  A  new  giievance  is 
Ihnt  of  the  cattle  raiser  and  feeder.  In  order  to 
move  animals  to  a  suitable  place  for  winter  feeding, 
it  is  of  course  necessary  lo  lake  out  a  guia.  Of 
ihis  no  one  can  complain.  But  the  reason  for 
complaint  comes  when  the  charge  on  the  giiia  is 
raised  at  a  bound  from  one  cent  per  head  to  fifty 
cents  per  bead.  In  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires, 
which  is  assuredly  not  overtaxed  in  this  way,  the 
charge  is  five  cents  per  bead.  In  Santa  F<S,  this 
industry  is  in  need  nf  encouragement  ;  and  in  order 
to  encourage  it,  a  wise  and  paternal,  not  to  say  a 
haid-up  government  imposes  a  tax  ten  limes  as 
heavy  as  Ibat  in  the  neighboring  province !  "

COFFEE  liV  AFRICA. 

We  tahe  from  the  Ceylon  Observe)-  the  following 
extracts  in  regard  to  a  new  coffee-planling  enter- 
prise, for  wliicli  a  company  has  recently  been 
organized  in  Ceylon  :  — 

This  company  lias  been  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  from  Mr.  J,  II.  Carson,  of  Gonamo- 
tava  estate,  Hapulale,  who  has  recently  returned 
from  Nyassnland,  two  blocks  of  forest  land  bought 
for  tlie  purpose  of  cnliivating  colTee.  The  two 
blocks  ol  land,  which  comprise  an  area  of  3,500 
acres,  are  situated  in  the  Mlange  districts  of  the 
ShiitS  Highlands,  and  have  been  specially  selecled 
by  Mr,  Carson  as  being  the  very  best  available 
land  for  the  cultivation  of  coffee.  This  product 
grows  luxuiiantly,  and  the  superintendent  of  an 
estate  reported  that  the  coffee  he  had  in  beaiing 
(40  acres)  yielded  a  maiden  crop  of  eleven  tons 
(about  5  cwls.  per  acre),  the  trees  looking  healthy 
afterwards.  Mr.  Carson  found  that  comparatively 
little  was  Itnown  as  lo  ihe  proper  mode  of  culti- 
vating coffee,  and  that  many  estates  had  been 
opened  on  iinsuiiable  land.  It  is  intended,  tliere- 
ftne,  lo  send  at  once  one  man  or  more  of  large 
experience  to  open  the  land.  The  seasons  are 
very  regular,  and  Mr.  Carson  compares  the  Mlange 
district  to  that  of  Haputale  in  Ceylon.  An  estate 
there  reports  a  well  distiibuted  raiiifiill  of  70  lo  So 
inches. 

Living  on  the  blocks  of  land  are  several  hundred 
villagers  who  have  lioldings  and  are  available  for 
labor.  Their  wages  are  8  yards'  calico  per  month 
costing  3j^d.  per  yard,  or  2s.  4d.  per  month, 
Atonga  labor  can  be  imported  Irom  the  Lnlce 
Nyassa  at  a  cost  of  4s.  per  head,  and  a  regular 
force  can  be  depended  upon  during  crop  lime  Irom 
Marcli  lo  November.  With  regard  to  transport  it 
'"'■  staled  that  the  lime  occupied  to  London  is  S  to 
14  weeks.  The  freight  to  Tshinde  on  the  coast  is 
£^  per  ton,  and  from  Tshinde  to  London  by  Union 
or  German  lines  (twice  monthly)  £1  per  ton.  It 
is  repotted  that  a  railway  will  shortly  he  in  course 
of  construction  fioin  Tshiromo  lo  Blanlyre  which 
will  tap  the  coffee  disiricls. 

It  is  intended  to  open  as  quickly  as  possible  up 
lo  1,000  acres.  Seed  sufTicient'lo  ulant  100  acres 
has  been  ordered  from  Brazil,  as  it  is  not  considered 
advisable  to  buy  local  seed  if  it  can  be  avoided. 
The  coit  of  opening  land  and  bringing  it  into 
bearing  is  not  estimated  to  exceed^io  per  acre  at 
the  eiKl  of  the  third  year,  after  which  very  hand- 
some returns  may  be  anticipated,  There  is  an 
abundant  water  supply.

The  fiillowiug  is  the  aiiii\ml  report  on  co (Tee  fur 
1894  o(  ihe  direcior  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Guldens 
of  Ceylon  ;  — 

The  chamber  (if  commerce  returns  do  not  even 
now  disiinguish  between  Liherian  and  Araliian 
coffee,  bill  it  may  be  suppoaed  that  a  consideiabte 
prnpoiiiini  of  the  miserable  tiitnl  of  32,205  cwt, 
ex|i(irti;d  last  year  was  of  the  foiiner  kind.  It  is 
indeed  remarkable  how  the  neglect  of  this  product 
cuntiuLies  ;  ihe  re  are,  however,  at  lenytli  signs  of 
a  more  serious  cultivation  of  wbnt  is  undoubtedly 
a  iiaying  product.  No  doubt  Liherian  coffee 
sufftis  severely  (rom  lenf-disease,  but  with  liberal 
tieatmtnt  and  abundant  manure  it  croiis  well. 
Many  lliousand  seedlings  have  been  supplied  from 
Ileiiarolgoda  Garden  during  the  year.  It  is  dis- 
heaiteniiig  to  notice— hut  is  in  keeping  wilh  Ihe 
usual  inertness  of  the  Sinliale.^e  villagers — that  all 
effoits  lo  sliniulale  this  culiure  by  them  seems 
useless;  and  coffee  as  a  "  native "  product  is 
practically  extinct. 

Ill  June  we  received  from  Kew  a  small  quanlity 
of  seed  ol  the  Sierra  Leone  ' '  upland  "  coffee,  and 
have  succeeded  in  raising  at  I'tSiadeniya  about  fifty 
idants,  of  which  a  small  plantation  will  be  made. 
A  slioit  account  of  this  C"lfde,  C.  stenophvUn,  will 
be  fnund  in  the  "Kew  Bulletin"  for  ^f^93,  jiage 
167,  where  it  is  slated  that  the  davor  is  superior  to 
that  of  Liherian.

— Tlie  number  of  cattle  arriving  from  Goyaz  into 
Minas  Geraes  is  said  to  be  unusually  large  this  year, 

—The  Para  anihoiities  have  resolved  lo  lake 
over  tlie  waterworks  of  that  cily,  which  will  l)e 
adminislercd  oflicially  in  future. 

— Ill  1894  the  aggregate  value  of  [he  expoits 
from  Alagoas  was  14,175, 951^756,  o(  wliich  sugar 
and  cotton  gave  I3.336,259$(ji5,  In  1S93  ihe 
aggregates  were  15,820,1251056  and  14,847,833$. 
821  respectively. 

— The  ParA  legislature  has  passed  a  law  nutlioriz- 
iiig  the  expenditure  of  1,000,000$  ou  the  15  de 
Agosto  avenue  in  the  city  of  Para.  For  a  stale 
which  is  proposing  to  lh)at  a  loreigii  loan,  this  will 
possibly  be  considered  an  extravagance. 

— On  the  14th  insl.  six  heavy  locomotive  boilers 
lor  tlie  Paulisia  compnny  were  successfully  landed 
at  Santos  on  the  new  quays  by  means  of  the 
]K)werful  sleam  crane  mounted  there.  The  boders 
weigh  23  tons  each.  These  facilities  for  landing 
cargoes  are  greatly   improving  llie  port  of  Santos, 

— It  is  slated  lliat  the  trade  between  Italy  and 
Brazil  is  increasing  rapidly,  particularly  in  the  in- 
troduction of  Italian  wines  into  lliis  country.  This 
increase  is  a  natural  result  of  the  settlement  of  so 
many  Ilaliaii  immigrants  in  Brazil.  It  is  to  be 
regrelted  that  no  trustworthy  statistics  are  pub- 
lished in  these  matters. 

— The  exportation  of  cotton  from  Alagoas  in 
1S94  was  54,738  sacks,  weighing  4,172,466  kilns 
and  officially  valued  at  2,855,027$687,  from  which 
the  stale  received  228,402.^308  in  taxes.  In  1S93 
the  quantity  exj)orted  was  111,962  sacks,  weigliing 
8,565,151  Idhis,  and  valued  at  5,264,497^775,  the 
taxes  oil  which  amounted  to  4i8,oi9$97i. 

— Allhough  a  sovereign  is  worth  over  26$  in 
this  ciiy,  the  sanitary  pirates  infesting  Ilha  Grande 
have  been  compelling  passengers  imprisoned  there 
to  accept  only  22$  for  them.

f-Ou  ihc  i6th  the  inspector-general  of  the  health 
of  ports  issued  an  order  that  all  vessels  arriving 
from  Uruguay,  except  from  Salto,  having  left  that 
country  on  and  after  the  14th  inst,,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  free  pratique  in  all  Brazilian  ports  after 
a  sanilary  visit  and  disinfection  at  Illia  Grande. 
The  arrivals  from  Salto  will  be  subjected  lo  rigor- 
ous quarantine,  and  cattle  steamers  will  discharge 
ill  quarantine  in  this  bay  and  then  proceed  lo  Ilha 
Grande  for  disinfection. 

—We  are  advised  that  the  important  lawsuit 
between  Messrs.  Lamport  &  Holt  and  the  Rio
